him, tell him how many bonds he had 
and inform him that he was very pa- 
triotic to purchase them. 
Then, he 


would remind the farmer that he had 
been receiving qfily four or four and 
a halfg per ceit out of the bonds. 


"The farmer would then 
be led 


through a maze of intricacies, not un- 
derstood, but convincing, by xvhich he 
could turn his Liberty bond invest- 
ment into s'.ock that would bring him 
30 or 35 per cent and so plausible 
wouljJ. be the explanation that the- 
farmer

wreck of the Roma, 410-foot semi- 
rigid dirigible airship, near Norfolk, 
Va., this afternoon, was the worst 
single disaster lo the history of avi- 
ation in this country. 


At an early hour exact information 


had not reached Army Air Scrvico 
headquarters concerning- the number 
of dead, but the latest despatch from 
tho scene of the disaster placed the 
loss at 38. 


The Roma was the pride of the 
Army Air Service. Only recently Lib- 
erty motors had been installed instead 
of the original Italian motors, which 
did not function well when the 
\>\'4 


semi-rigid made her maiden trip from 
Lanerley Field to Washington in De- 
cember, fighting every foot of the 
way against adverse weather condi- 
tions. 


The best available information is 
that the immediate cause of today's 
disaster was the failure of the eleva- 
tor controls, on which the big airship 
must depend to climb or descend. The 
nose of the ship at once began -to 
down, and efforts to right here were 
fruitless.

of the Air Service, took off in a plane 
from Boiling Field within a few min- 
utes after receiving the news.

England, to the big British di- 
rigible R-3S before it was to be turn- 
dd over to the American naval crew 
which had been trained to fly it-from 
England to T>ajcehurst. X. J.

hurtling into the river at Hull. 


Helium Supply in Storage. 
The gas bag of the Roma contain- 


ed 1 200.000 cubic feet of hydrogen 
sras. "While much has been published 
about helium gas which is non-in- 
flammable, very 
little of it 
is yi-i 


available for use. 
Recently a sm;ji' 


non-rigid naval airship was inflat'-d 
v.-ith helium and made a sucressfui 
trip from Hampton Roads to \Vas-li- 
ingron and return. 
Her gas bag contained almost the 


entire available supply of 
helium, 


which has since been restored to cyl- 
indrical containers and put away for 
snf» keeping. Several times the avail- 
able supply of 
helium would 
have 


been required to inflate the big bag 
of the Roma. 
Experts of the air service behece 


the great loss of life would not have 
occurred if the gas bag had been fili- 
ed with he'iurn. 
It i? questionable,

could have resisted an electric cur-

would not have burned like the hy- 
drogen and many of the passengfr- 
and crew might have escaped wi:i. ;

Moonshining is gradually losing its 
color. 


Prohibition is taking away the ro- 


mance and tragedy of such operations 
in the hills, and turning it into a 
quasi-commercialized business which 
would offer no more color to a John 
Fox .story than the arrest of a saloon 
kcepeV for selling one per cent. beer. 


The latest removal of "color" is the 
rn;.sterious curl of blue smoke, spied 
in the mountains very frequently in 
the old days when revenue officers 
were heroes. Xow they are only seen 
in the "movie.s" and read about in 
back numbers of feud and moonshine 
stories. The moonshiners, even of the 
mountains of Western Maryland and 
West Virginia, have learned many 
new things since prohibition. They 
have learned 
that 
electricity and 


gasoline are far safer means of boil- 
ing their mash than the old-fashioned 
firewood. 
i 
Other Methods Kmploycil. 
Furthermore, their operations have 
grown to such an extent that they can 
well afford to use natural gas. coal 
oil. gUsolin or even generate electric 
heat by means of a gasoline motor 
which has no tell-tale smoke. 
AJ; 
least, this is what prohibition agents 
who have been operating in these ter- 
ritories, as well as other persons who 
have visited there, have to say. 
Kack in the old days when every 


revenue officer was a human target 
for sharpshooting moonshiners, when 
mountain moonshiners got low prices 
for their hootch which was put on 
the market in competition with real 
liquors, and when no one ever heard 
of an illicit still in operation except 
in dry states and the Blue Ridge 
Mountain chain, th" sight of a little 
curl of blue smoke in some wild sec- 
tion of the mountains was a source of 
mystery to a stranger. 


Behind it was the romance and the 
color of the hills feuds and all the 
es.sence of life of these benighted sec- 
tions of the country. An engineer of 
the State 
Roads Commission who 
v.'cnt through this country some twrt 
years ago on a survey party with West 
Virginia .engineers, said the other day 
that he was struck with this bit of 
color which up to that time had not 
been bloted out by the new commer- 
cialization of this illicit industry. 


Caution Is ObscrvAl. 
He yaid he would ask repeatedly: 
"What is that little curl of smoke 
over on the side of that mountain?" 


Always he got the same cautious, j a tar larger class

all surrounding states, particularly 
Virginia, so the agents say. It is un- 
derstood that some of the moonshine 
is quoted as low ns $8 per gallon 
when taken in larire quantities, and 
that $3 will buy it by the quart. This 
general commercialization of the in- 
dustry, of course, takes a lot of the 
glamour away from it, particularly 
whon it is common gossip among resi- 
dents of many of the Eastern Shore 
and Southern Maryland counties that 
small-sized stills are numerous.' 


One well known resident of Somer- 


set county, who has an office in the 
city, told a story about petty moon- 
shining business among neeroes of 
that section. 
"I v\as in a store," he said, "and it 
was crowded with negroes. 
A man 


with whom I was talking told me 
that all of those negroes were making 
corn whisky. I didn't believe him at 
first, for I never heard of anything 
like it Mown there when I lived there, 
lie said: 
" 'All right: you just stand up by 
the counter and see if each one as he 
comes up doesn't buy two or three 
pounds of meal, a pound of sugar and 
a yeast cake.' 
"I stood there until seven of them 
came up and each one, sure enough 
ordered his "men 1. yeast and sugar. 
I 


was told that those who didn't have 
stills in their ov\n houses would carry 
the ingredients to a neighbor who did 
have one. just as a man would carry 
his corn or wheat to a grist mill, and 
would give a quart or so as a toll." 
It is this kind of a development 
which has taken all the color out of 
th£ oldfashioned 
moonshiners' life. 
Perhaps they are just as well satis- 
fied up in the hills and mountains 
that the color is gone, for their reve- 
nues are greater and dthey belong to
